United Wins Fourth Cup 


CARSON, CALIF I Peter Nowak had an empty 
feeling when he left the MLS Cup four years 
ago. He was beaming this time. 

D.C. United’s rookie coach and his team 
had just won the franchise’s fourth MLS Cup, 
beating Kansas City 3-2 Sunday. 

“I got my trophy back,” Nowak said after 
Alecko Eskandarian scored twice to lead 
United to victory. 

Nowak was the MVP of Chicago’s 1998 
victory over United in Major League Soccer’s 
championship game, then was on the field again 
when the Fire lost 1-0 to Kansas City in 2000. 

United spotted the Wizards an early goal 
Sunday, then scored three times in a seven- 


minute span of the first half. 

Eskandarian scored in the 19th minute 
to tie it 1-all, then added another goal four 
minutes later. United built a two -goal lead 
on an own-goal when a pass by 38 -year- 
old Earnie Stewart deflected off Wizards’ 
defender Alex Zotinca and into the net in 
the 26th minute. 

Freddy Adu, United’s 15-year-old phe- 
nom, became the youngest member of a pro 
championship team in the United States in 
modern sports history. It was United’s fifth 
title game appearance in the nine years the 
league has been playing, but the first since a 
2-0 victory over Los Angeles in 1999. (ap)

In Faiiujah 

Troops battle holdouts, find 
mutilated body of Westerner 

NEAR FALLUJAH, IRAQ I The U.S. military’s 
assault on Faiiujah has gone quicker than 
expected, with the entire city occupied after 
six days of fighting, the Marine commander 
who planned the offensive said Sunday. 

U.S. Marine Maj. Gen. Richard Natonski 
said he and other commanders learned from 
April’s failed three-week Marine assault on 
Faiiujah, which the Bush administration 
called off after a worldwide outcry over civil- 
ian deaths. This time, the military sent in six 
times as many troops and 20 types of air- 
craft. Troops also faked attacks before the 
assault to confuse enemy fighters. 

“Maybe we learned from April,” Natonski 
said. “We learned we can’t do it piecemeal. 
When we go in, we go all the way through.” 

At least 38 American troops and six 
Iraqi soldiers have been killed in the fight- 
ing in Faiiujah. The number of U.S. troops 
wounded is now 275, though more than 60 
have returned to duty. U.S. officials estimat- 
ed more than 1,200 insurgents were killed in 
the weeklong fighting. 

On Sunday, Marines and Army units were 
still battling gritty bands of defenders scattered 
in buildings and bunkers across the Sunni 
Muslim stronghold. U.S. forces now occupy 
— but have yet to subdue — the entire city. 

Marines found the mutilated body of a 
Western woman as they searched for mili- 
tants still holding out. The woman could not 
be immediately identified, but a British aid 
worker and a Pole are the only Western women 
known to have been taken hostage. 

As fighting in Faiiujah ebbed, insurgent 
attacks appeared to escalate elsewhere in 
Sunni Muslim areas of Iraq, (ap)

Pill May Ease Addictions 


Drug touted as aid for 
weight, smoking woes 
might treat drug abuse 

NEWYORKIA pill that helps you lose 
weight and quit smoking? That was 
amazing enough to capture head- 
lines last week. But scientists say the 
experimental drug might be even 
more versatile, providing a new tool 
to help people stop abusing drugs 
and alcohol, too. 

It’s called rimonabant, or 
Acomplia, and last week researchers 
said it could help people not only lose 


weight but keep it off for two years. 
That burnished the drug’s reputa- 
tion after two studies in March, 
which suggested it could fight 
both obesity and smoking, two of 
humanity’s biggest killers. 

But animal studies suggest 
rimonabant can also block the 
effects of marijuana and fight relapse 
in alcohol and cocaine abuse, addic- 
tion expert Dr. Charles O’Brien of the 
University of Pennsylvania said. 

The French pharmaceutical firm 
Sanofi Aventis SA plans to seek fed- 
eral approval for rimonabant next 
year, malcolm ritter (ap)

Death Sentences Reach 30-Year Low 


WASHINGTON I The number of 
people sentenced to death in the 
United States reached a 30 -year low 
in 2003, when the death row popu- 
lation fell for the third year in a row, 
the government reported Sunday. 

Some 144 inmates in 25 states 
were given the death penalty last 
year, 24 fewer than in 2002 and 


less than half the average of 297 
between 1994 and 2000, according 
to the Justice Department. 

At the end of last year, 3,374 
prisoners were awaiting execution, 
188 fewer than in 2002, according 
to the Bureau of Justice Statistics. 
A total of 65 people, all men, were 
executed last year, (ap)

Suffering 
From a Cold

Militants barge into 
tent, kill 2 during visit 
by Arafat’s sueeessor 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Mahmoud 
Abbas, the temporary successor to 
Yasser Arafat, escaped unharmed 
Sunday when a group of about 
20 militants firing assault rifles 
burst into a mourning tent for the 
deceased Palestinian leader, killing 
two security guards and wounding 
six other people. 

The shooting raised grave con- 
cerns about a violent power strug- 
gle in the post-Arafat era. Some of 
the gunmen shouted slogans calling 
Abbas, a moderate who has spoken 
out against violence, an agent of the 
United States. 

It appears most of the shots were 
fired in the air; the casualty toll like- 
ly would have been far higher had 
the gunmen taken aim at the large 
crowd. Abbas’ bodyguards hustled 
him into a corner as frightened 
mourners scrambled to flee. He was 
then taken to Palestinian headquar- 
ters. The gunmen reportedly melted 
into the crowd and escaped arrest. 

The violence came just hours 
after Palestinian officials set Jan. 
9 as the date for elections to choose 
a new leader — the first vote in nine 
years, ibrahim barzak (ap)

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I U.S. Marines 
on Sunday reopened the Fallujah 
bridge where Iraqis strung up the 
charred bodies of two American 
contractors in March, with offi- 
cers calling the span’s clearing for 
traffic a symbolic victory in the fight 
against Iraq’s insurgents.

Mexico’s PRI Set

CIUDAD VICTORIA, MEXICO I Mexico’s 
former ruling party was poised to 
extend its comeback this year in 
state elections, as residents of four 
states went to the polls to choose 
new governors on Sunday. 

The Institutional Revolutionary 
Party, or PRI, lost the presidency in 
2000 after 71 years of one-party rule. 
But it has shown resilience this year, 
winning four of the six gubernatorial 
elections before Sunday. And pre- 
election polls showed it had a wide 
lead in three of the four states choos- 
ing a governor Sunday, (ap)

“This is a big event for us,” said 
Maj.

THAILAND 

Spate of Violence Continues 
In Mostly Muslim South 

Suspected Islamic militants gunned 
down a Buddhist ex-policeman and 
a migrant worker Sunday in the lat- 
est violence to hit Thailand’s tense, 
mostly Muslim deep south, police 
said. The region has been particu- 
larly tense since security forces broke 
up a violent protest by thousands 
of young Muslim in Narathiwat 
on Oct. 25. Seven protesters were 
fatally shot, while another 78 suf- 
focated or were crushed to death 
after being bound and stacked into 
army trucks, (ap) 

NETHERLANDS 

P.M. Visits Mosque in Show 
Of Solidarity With Muslims 

Prime Minister Jan Peter Balk- 
enende visited a Turkish mosque 
in the city of Eindhoven on Sunday 
in a show of solidar- 
ity after a wave of 
attacks on Muslim 
buildings. More 
than 20 attacks on 
Muslim sites have 
been reported since 
the Nov. 2 murder 
of filmmaker Theo van Gogh by an 
alleged Islamic extremist. No injuries 
were reported in any of the attacks 
on Muslim property. Thirteen sus- 
pects are being held in the murder 
of Van Gogh, an outspoken critic of 
Islamic extremism, (ap) 

SUDAN 

U.S. Activists Target 
Investments in Sudan 

Activists in the United States, includ- 
ing members of the Congressional 
Black Caucus, are pressing public 
pension funds to divest a purport- 
ed $91 billion in holdings of compa- 
nies operating in Sudan. The United 
States has claimed that Sudan’s gov- 
ernment and Arab militia are guilty 
of genocide for actions in the Darfur 
region. The activists say public pen- 
sion funds should sell investments 
in companies that do business with 
Sudan. Pension fund officials have 
been noncommittal so far. (ap)

Iran Agrees to EU’s Terms 


Letter to U.N. nuke 
agency vows to halt 
uranium enrichment 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Iran notified the 
U.N. nuclear watchdog in writing 
Sunday that it would suspend ura- 
nium enrichment and related activi- 
ties to dispel suspicions that it was 
trying to build nuclear arms. 

With its move, Iran appeared to 
have dropped demands to modify a 
tentative deal worked out on Nov. 7 
with European negotiators, agreeing 
instead to continue freezing enrich- 
ment — the process to make either 
nuclear fuel or the core for nucle- 


ar weapons — and also to suspend 
related activities, diplomats said. 

“Basically it’s a full suspension,” 
said one of the diplomats, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. “It’s what 
the Europeans were looking for.” 

Tehran’s top nuclear negotiator, 
Hossein Mousavian, confirmed that 
his country was giving its “basic 
agreement” to a temporary sus- 
pension. “We accept suspension as 
a voluntary measure on the basis 
of agreement with the European 
Union,” Mousavian said on Iranian 
state television, emphasizing that 
his country viewed the move as a 
concession for “confidence building” 
and not a “legal obligation.” 


“Europe will support Iran’s join- 
ing the international group of states 
possessing the ability to manufac- 
ture nuclear fuel” once the suspen- 
sion ends, Mousavian said, signal- 
ing yet again that Iran viewed the 
freeze as temporary. 

Washington has argued that 
Iran’s enrichment activities are in 
violation of its international treaty 
obligations and part of a nuclear 
arms program. The United States 
has called for the indefinite suspen- 
sion if not an outright scrapping of 
Iran’s domestic enrichment pro- 
gram. Iran says it wants to mas- 
ter the technology only to generate

Group Wants to Rejoin N. Ireland Talks 


BELFAST, NORTHERN IRELAND I 
Northern Ireland’s largest and most 
violent outlawed group, the Ulster 
Defense Association, announced 
Sunday it will desist from further 
attacks and wants to rejoin peace- 
making efforts. 

The statement from the anti- 
Catholic group — which has killed 
more than 400 people in a self- 
proclaimed “war” against the Irish 
Republican Army — represented a 
potentially significant step in the pro- 


vince’s decade-old peace process. 

The UDA issued its statement 
two days after Britain, which had 
banned the group from negotiations 
in 2001, said it accepted that the 
group was observing a credible truce 
again after years of violations. 

UDA officials haven’t said wheth- 
er the group intends to start disarm- 
ing, a goal of the 1998 peace accord. 
Previously, it insisted it would not 
surrender a single bullet until the 
IRA disarmed in full, (ap) 


Atlantis: No 
Longer the 
Lost City? 

Skeptical response to 
American s claim that 
ruins are near Cyprus 

LIMASSOL, CYPRUS I An American 
researcher claimed Sunday to have 
discovered the remains of the legend- 
ary lost city of Atlantis on the bottom 
of the east Mediterranean Sea. 

Robert Sarmast said sonar scan- 
ning of the seabed between Cyprus 
and Syria revealed man-made walls, 
one as long as 2 miles, and trench- 
es at a depth of 1,640 yards. “Their 
location and lengths match exact- 
ly the description of the acropolis 
of Atlantis provided by Plato in his 
writings,” Sarmast said, referring to 
the ancient Greek philosopher. 

The chief government archaeolo- 
gist of Cyprus, Pavlos Flourentzos, 
reacted with skepticism. “More 
proof is necessary,” he said. 

Sarmast, 38, is an architect by 
training from Los Angeles. He has 
devoted the past two years to trying 
to locate the lost city described by 
Plato, who wrote of Atlantis as an 
island in the western sea that was 
submerged after it was hit by an 
earthquake. It was a highly civilized 
nation for its time, alex efty (ap)

Ballpark Site Already a Hot Property 

Gentrification worries rise with prices in D.C. 


WASHINGTON! Capitol Hill’s housing 
market was already booming, but 
the proposed baseball stadium just 
to the south is helping to drive up 
prices beyond the stomping grounds 
of lawmakers. 

“It’s pushing out, but baseball just 
helped it,” said Long and Foster real 


estate agent Christopher W. Pierce. 
He said prices for rowhouses in the 
area around the Southeast ballpark 
site have risen from approximately 
$200,000 to $240,000 in the past 
six months. 

Critics of the planned $440 mil- 
lion stadium near the Anacostia 


River fear it will push poor res- 
idents out of a part of the city 
where they can still afford to live, 
but officials believe it would hap- 
pen anyway. 

Baseball advocates have argued 
that the stadium will spark new 
restaurants and businesses for the 
waterfront, helping to bring new 
revenue to the city and improving 


the lives of nearby residents. 

Economists generally agree that 
a ballpark alone can’t be blamed for 
displacing the poor. 

“Whether the stadium is a 
stimulant of gentrification or not, 
gentrification is happening now 
in Anacostia,” said Virginia Tech 
urban studies professor Arthur C. 
Nelson, brett zongker (ap)

Q Why can’t we add money to 
our SmarTrIp cards via the 
Internet? 

A Software that would allow 
riders to do that is being de- 
veloped and could be available next 
summer, said Murray Bond, Metro’s 
director of SmarTrip operations. 
Riders would be able to pre- 


authorize — over the Internet and 
by mail — regular credit or debit 
payments that would load fare 
onto a card when it is touched 
to a SmarTrip sensor on a date 
specified by the card user. That 
will include sensors on buses and 
fare gates, as well as fare-card 
machines, he said. A similar fea- 
ture already exists for businesses 
providing transit benefits to em- 


ployees, but that program runs on 
different software, said Bond. 

The option will be part of a re- 
gional system being built to man- 
age SmarTrip data as other area 
transit agencies begin accepting 
the rechargeable, hard plastic fare 
cards, dannyfreedman (express)

10 hospitalized after 
vehicle hits archway 
along G.W. Parkway 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I Ten students from 
a Boston-area private boys school 
were injured Sunday when the 
tour bus carrying them to George 
Washington’s Mount Vernon home 
failed to clear an arched bridge 
and had a large portion of its roof 
sheared off. 

None of the injuries were con- 
sidered life-threatening, U.S. Park 
Police Sgt. Scott Fear said. 

The bus was carrying 25 stu- 
dents and two chaperones from the 
St. Sebastian’s School in Needham, 
Mass., according to Headmaster 


William L. Burke III. Fear said 29 
people were on the bus. 

According to police, the bus was 
in the right lane and crashed into the 
arched bridge in Alexandria. Signs 
posted along the George Washington 
Memorial Parkway warn buses to 
move into the left lane ahead of the 
bridge because of height restrictions. 
Fear said. 

The injured were taken to three 
Washington-area hospitals, where 
nine were treated and released and 
the 10th was kept overnight for 
observation, Burke said. 

“The number of mothers I’ve 
talked to today who said there 
must be a guardian angel watch- 
ing over St. Sebastian’s has been 
significant,” Burke said, (ap)

The Spider With Legs 


The kindly arachnid David Kirk created isn’t so itsy-bitsy anymore 


BUGGY I This spider man’s world is 
a whimsical, woodsy wonderland, 
where a vegetarian spider teaches 
lessons of love and friendship. 

Author David Kirk is the creator 
of the popular Miss Spider series of 
children’s books. Now, Kirk’s cre- 
ation is reaching an even wider audi- 
ence as a daily show on Nickelodeon 
Jr. and CBS, “Miss Spider’s Sunny 
Patch Friends.” 

David Kirkgrewup in Columbus, 
Ohio, and graduated from the 
Cleveland Institute of Art. He won 
a scholarship to study painting in 
England for a year, a trip that left 
a profound impression. 

“That whole Victorian era was 
appealing to me, the styles that 
developed in that era and the sub- 
ject matters — fairies, angels and 
women,” said Kirk, whose parents 
were professional puppeteers. 

When he ran out of money, he 
returned to New York City. He was 
23. He began building toys — not for 


children, but one-of-a-kind pieces 
for Peter-Pan adults. 

The toy venture didn’t last — 
but it lead the soft-spoken author 
to Miss Spider. 

The idea for Miss Spider came 
from Kirk’s oldest daughter, Violet, 
now 17 . 

“When she was little, she could 
pick up a little caterpillar and 
carry it around for hours,” he said. 
“I would worry because kids aren’t 
usually very careful. Hours later, 
she would still have her little bug, 
and it would still be happy, crawling 
around. She was the inspiration for 
Miss Spider. Someone who might 
cause a little trouble, but always 
very nice.” 

In her first book, “Miss Spider’s 
Tea Party,” Miss Spider has trouble 
making friends because the other 
bugs fear they will be eaten. In 
subsequent stories. Miss Spider 
gets married, starts a family, buys 
a car and learns the alphabet. 


The stories are gentle and told 
in rhyming verse. The lessons are 
simple ones: Be kind. Don’t cheat. 
Don’t give up. 

Miss Spider’s success has meant 
some changes for Kirk, who used to

Makeup artists work 
ghoulish magic on the 
living dead of ‘CSI’ 

TRICKS OF THE TRADE I In the 
makeup trailer for “CSI: Miami,” 
vibrantly tinted lipstick and blush 
are applied to series star Khandi 
Alexander, who plays Dr. Alexx 
Woods. In the next chair, actress 
Megan Boye sits quietly as death 
is painted onto her face. 

Delicately drawn green veins, a 
cosmetically induced bloodless pal- 
lor and autopsy “scars” turned Boye 
into an eerily believable corpse. 

“Hey, everybody dies. I get to 
practice,” said Boye. 

The proliferation of “CSI” series, 
along with other forensic dramas, 
has created a graveyard full of 
actors who play dead. “CSI: Crime 
Scene Investigation,” “CSI: Miami” 
and newcomer “CSI: New York” do 
use dummy corpses, but often it’s 


real people who occupy the autop- 
sy table. 

Episodes for the trio of CBS’ hit 
crime dramas show the discovery 
of a victim and then flash back to 
the events surrounding their death. 


That requires a living actor. 

Stiffs with the right stuff are 
“extremely important. That’s what 
people tune into, the reality of what 
we deliver here,” said Scott Shifffnan, 
a “CSI: Miami” producer. 


It’s the job of makeup depart- 
ment head Cheri Montesanto- 
Medcalf and her staff to fake death 
for “CSI: Miami.” 

For Boye’s character, asphyxiat- 
ed in the Nov. 29 episode, an ivory- 
toned base sponged onto face, lips 
and upper chest is the first step. 
The prominent veins and hidden 
bruising around the mouth that will 
show up on the autopsy table under 
blacklight add to the illusion. 

“They still want her to look beau- 
tiful,” Montesanto-Medcalf said of 
the 23 -year-old actress with flowing 
blond hair — destined to be mat- 
ted with debris. 

Not bad, considering how grue- 
some it gets for other “CSI” victims. 
Photos decorating the makeup trail- 
er at Raleigh Studios show one vic- 
tim, dragged by a bus. An actor 
transformed into a decomposed 
corpse is another pinup. 

Laverne Munroe, helping trans- 
form Boye, created a gunshot on a 
squeamish actor’s face. 

“He said, T’ve got to step out. 
I’m going to throw up,”’ recalled 
Munroe. “We were a little sur- 
prised. It was just a bullet hole.”

The Doctor Is In 


Hugh Laurie tackles 
a tough role as rude 
but brilliant Dr. House 

DEBUT I Hugh Laurie was on loca- 
tion in Namibia for the upcoming 
movie “Flight of the Phoenix” when 
it was suggested he audition for 
two roles in the offbeat medical 
series “House.” 

He presumed Dr. James Wilson 
was the “hero” of the drama pre- 
miering Tuesday on Fox, because 
the character was described as hav- 


ing “a handsome open face.” 

The self-deprecating Laurie 
chose “the other chap, and to my 
amazement, discovered he was the 
central role.” 

That “other chap” is Dr. Gregory 
House, an acerbic diagnostician 
with a ruthlessly honest approach 
to solving obscure medical mala- 
dies. He’s also exceptionally ornery 
for a lead character in a prime- 
time drama. 

And he’s American. 

Laurie is best known to U.S. 
audiences as the very English 


gadabout Bertie Wooster in 
“Jeeves and Wooster,” which 
aired on PBS. But he’s played 
Americans before, including the 
father in the “Stuart Little” mov- 
ies and Vincente Minnelli in the 
TV biopic “Life with Judy Garland: 
Me & My Shadows.” 

Laurie’s natural speaking 
voice reflects his schooling at 
upscale Eton, where he says his 
report cards often included the 
adjective “ghastly.” He jokes that 
his American accent includes “a 
touch of Hungarian and Pakistani,

depending on how tired I am,” but 
he sounds at ease as a Yank. 

Laurie, 45, is the son of a doctor; 
there was a time when he thought 
of pursuing that career. “I forget 
now why I didn’t. It’s hard work. 
Maybe that put me off.” 

Laurie demurs about the per- 
sonal and professional demands of 
his chosen career. “It’s ah odd pre- 
tending anything — whether you 
are pretending to be the father of 
a mouse or to have medical knowl- 
edge, which you don’t really have.”

Rap’s O.D.B. 
Collapses, Dies 


The hard-living star 
had compained of 
shortness of breath 

APPRECIATION I The rap art- 
ist O.D.B., whose utterly unique 
rhymes, wild lifestyle and incessant 
legal troubles made him one of the 
most vivid characters in hip-hop, 
collapsed and died inside a record- 
ing studio Saturday. He was 35. 

O.D.B. had complained of chest 
pains before collapsing at the 
Manhattan studio, and was dead 
by the time paramedics arrived, 
said Gabe Tesoriero, a spokesman 
for O.D.B.’s record label, Roc-a- 
Fella. 

The cause of death was not 
immediately clear, but O.D.B. had 
recently finished a prison sentence 
for drug possession and escaping a 
rehab clinic. He would have turned 
36 on Monday. 

O.D.B. — also known as Of Dirty 
Bastard, Dirt McGirt, Big Baby 
Jesus or his legal name of Russell 
Jones — was a founding member of 
the seminal rap group the Wu-Tang 


Clan in the early 1990s. With his 
unorthodox delivery — alternately 
slurred, hyper and nonsensical — 
O.D.B. stood out even in the nine- 
man Clan, which featured such 
future stars as Method Man, RZA 
and Ghostface Killah. 

The Wu-Tang blueprint was for 
each member to pursue solo proj- 
ects, and O.D.B.’s were among the 
best. He released hit singles such as 
“Shimmy Shimmy Ya” and “Got Your 
Money,” and appeared on remixes 
with artists like Mariah Carey. 

But as his fame increased, so 
did his erratic behavior, and fans 
came to expect the unexpected 
from O.D.B. 

Over the years, he was wound- 
ed in shootings and arrested on 
a veritable laundry list of charg- 
es, including menacing security 
officers, illegally possessing body 
armor, driving with a suspended 
license, shoplifting and threaten- 
ing a former girlfriend. 

Tesoriero said O.D.B. had 
been working on his comeback 
album and was almost finished.

Slammer 


Proving that the steel bars of the 
Washington State Penitentiary 
are no barrier to fine dining, 
inmates at the Walla Walla prison 
have just produced “The Convict 
Cookbook,” which includes reci- 
pes that can be made inside a cell 
without a stove. 

“We wanted to beat Martha 
Stewart to the punch” is the 
explanation one inmate gave for 
the book, said prison spokeswom- 
an Lori Scammahorn. 

Po’ Mans Burritos, Cell Block 
Fudge or Jail Mix, anyone? How 
about Dope Fiend Sandwich or 
Prizzon Po Carcass Casserole? 
Those are just a few of the tasty 
dishes featured in the 163 -page 
book. There’s a helpful glossary of 
prison slang in the back, too. 

The cookbook grew out of a com- 
munity college class on how to make

the transition to the outside. The 
soon-to-be-released classmates 
discovered they had such tal- 
ents as cooking, writing and 
cartooning. 

The book includes facts 
and insights into prison life. In 
the essay “Why Do We Cook 
in Our Cells? or Bad 
Guys, Good Taste?” Rick \ ^ 

Webb explains that while 
prison food is OK, it becomes 
monotonous overtime. Cell cook- 
ing provides some variety. 

Cooking food in a prison cell 
isn’t easy. Prisoners have neither 
stoves or microwaves. What they 
are allowed is an immersion heater

known as a stinger, which can heat 
a cup of water to boiling. 

Some recipes can be cooked on 
radiator pipes. Others require the 
prison kitchen. Many of the recipes 
involve plastic bags standing in as 
mixing bowls. 

All involve some ingenuity. 

Dave Rivers’ Perfect Omelet 
is made by combining all the 
ingredients in a plastic bag 
and boiling. 

John Bucko, who drew 
the cartoons for the book, 
contributed a baklava recipe 
using flour tortillas layered 
with peanut butter, honey, 
a banana and peanuts. 
Donald Dunn’s 
Jailhouse Pizza uses 
uncooked Top Ramen as the crust 
and tops it with pizza sauce, cheese 
spread, some pepperoni or summer 
sausage and corn chips. 

Dunn also provided the reci-

pe for the Dope Fiend Sandwich, 
a popular treat. It consists of two 
Grandma’s brand peanut butter 
cookies with a smashed Snickers 
bar in between. “These cook- 
ies are so named because heroin 
addicts often come to prison crav- 
ing sweets,” Dunn wrote. 

Proceeds from sales of the $17 
cookbook, available in bookstores 
around Washington state, will go 
to the Children’s Museum of Walla 
Walla. Some of the money will also 
be used for museum passes for the 
children of inmates when they’re 
in town for a visit. 

“We all agree that it would be 
‘a good thing’ to provide other 
worthwhile activities for children 
besides seeing Dad,” Webb wrote.
